CWMP staff completed a statewide analysis at a county level to
determine a ranked list. The statewide analysis conducted utilized Social
Vulnerability Index (SVI) data and other climate and wildfire risk criteria. After
the initial approach, Counties are taking the lead in identifying potential
project areas that meet the social vulnerability and wildfire risk requirements.

Board Members to decide at a future meeting if need to establish additional
baseline metrics to be used as criteria in the CWMP Community Selection
Process.
